STORY OF A COLONEL WHO WAS KILLED 


^Participated in a Dozen Batties and 
Scores of Charges Without Get­ 
ting Scratch, But Lost His 
Life While Resting. 


/* P^ris, June 25.—‘‘Luck 
is the subject of an ever if**Ye 
number of anecdotes. 
The colonel of a regiment that w;as 
in the battle of Morhange, in the bat­ 
tle of the Marne and at the attack of 
Eparges, participating in more than 
a dozen 
battles 
and 
a 
score 
of 
charges, marching each time at the 
head of his troops 
and 
each time 
running 90 chances out of IOO of be­ 
ing killed, never received a scratch, 
though his regiment 
was decimated 
both at Morhange and Eparges. 
The other day he retired with his 
Staff to an 
isolated 
village behind 
the lines to rest. 
It was a spot the 
German heavy artillery 
had neglect­ 
ed, although it was in range. 
The 
chances were that he would pass his 
days of rest there in security. 
The evening of his arrival the Ger­ 
mans remembered 
there 
was a vil 
Iago there and began to both bard it 
The last shell they fired fell in the 
very center of the mess room. 
The 
four 
officers 
around 
him 
escaped 
with insignificant 
bruises, 
but the 
colonel was killed outright. 
Six artillery officers were at mess 
in a little house from which the fire 
of their battery had been directed. 
A shell struck it; five of them were 
killed and the sixth was untouched. 
His men pleaded with him to go to 
the cellar as long 
as 
the bombard­ 
ment continued, but he 
insisted on 
remaining where lie could better di­ 
rect the fire of the battery. Scores of 
shells fell around 
the 
spot without 
touching him. 
Finally 
he was pre­ 
vailed upon to go into the cellar, and 
he had no 
more 
than disappeared 
when a shell went 
straight through 
the cellar window' and killed him.

later tho peninsula of Gallipoli begins 
to draw near. 
This se^ion of the country is far 
from desolate. 
Every acre is culti­ 
vated. 
Hoads wind in and out along 
the shore, and windmills crown the 
crest of the ridge of Gallipoli 
When­ 
ever the sea pushes Into the land to 
form a bay, there is a little town, busy 
and ^prosperous in a Turkish manner 
of speaking. In every case the salient 
feature is a sky-piercing minaret. 
At 
fixed points along the 
road, 
white 
tented military camps squat against 
the green landscape. 
At Gallipoli a curious feature is pro­ 
vided by large black-and-white sign­ 
boards erected here and there over 
many of the buildings of the town. 
These are to indicate neutral property. 
How the owners hope that the gun- 
pointers of the ships in the Gulf of 
Saros, many miles away behind the 
hills, can see these signs is not ex­ 
plained. 
The fact that 
several 
important 
structures here wrere hit by those sky­ 
rocketing English shells impelled En­ 
ver Pasha to send twenty-five French 
and English prisoners from Constanti­ 
nople to be housed in Gallipoli, where 
they subsisted for six days at the ex­ 
pense of Hoffman Phillip, secretary of 
the American embassy, wrho accom­ 
panied them officially. 
A feature of Chanak is the collec­ 
tion of cats living in the street of 
the L une Camel. They were gathered 
fiom various destroyed houses by a 
kind-hearted Turk who 
now 
feeds 
them. 
Chanak is only the shell of a city. 
Beyond the white houses that line the 
seafront there is nothing, except in 
the direction 
of 
Kilid 
Bahr, 
from 
which it is separated by only a few 
^hundred yards of water. 
Only when 
the visitor actually sees this narrow 
passage, swept by over fifty eight-inch 
guns mounted thirty feet above the 
water, does the difficulty of attem pt­ 
ing to force it become clear. 
Every 
inch of the surface of the w ater is 
plotted on the artillery maps in the 
forts, and it needs by an instant’s cal­ 
culation to get the exact range of any 
ships entering the zone. 
Two thousand shells per hour fell 
in Chanak during one of the bombard­ 
ments by the British fleet, but the cas­ 
ualties in the forts w*ere only 26 killed 
and 50 Abounded. 
The damage to the 
forts was not serious. 
This is proof

Ride on the drag,

gate, and turning there, come home 
over the other wheel track. 
After the next rain perform the 
same operation.

SUCCESS MADE WITH DUCKS 


Always Give Water With Feed, as 
Fowls Cannot Eat Without Drink­ 
ing—Good Plan Outlined. 


(By W. HARVEY.) 
I feed my ducks cornmeal, ground 
fine, mixed with four parts cornmeal 
and one part fine white 3and, or fine 
gravel sifted. 
Stir the sand and gravel up with 
your meal and water and feed five 
times a day. Always give w’ater when 
you feed them, as ducks cannot eat 
without drinking at the same time. 
Take the water away when they are 
through eating. 
I tried this plan last year and raised 
44 out of 60. 
The year before I had 
IOO hatch, but raised only 13. 
I also 
kept the little ducks shut up with the 
old chicken mother. They were a week 
old before I let them out.

DIRTY EGGS CAUSE OF LOSS 


Bring From Three to Ten Cents Per 
Dozen Lest in Large Markets— 
Enormous Quantities Shipped. 


It is astonishing to go to a large 
egg receiving depot and see the enor­ 
mous quantities of dirty eggs sent to 
market. 
These dirty eggs are sorted 
out by the shippers before being sent 
to eastern m arkets and make carload 
after carload. There are eggs covered 
by manure, by manure and feathers, 
and eggs stained yellow like tobacco 
juice because the straw in the nests 
was wet. 
The dirty eggs bring three 
to ten cents a dozen less in the large 
markets than clean eggs.

It has been said against turkeys 
that they are destructive to crops, but 
in the writer’s experience they have 
instead proved a benefit to growing 
crops of hay or grain; they are in 
search of insects not green food. 
As soon as, or before, the hens show 
an inclination to seek for nests a suf­ 
ficient number of barrels or largo 
boxes should be placed where they 
can find them, 
preferably on 
the 
ground so that the hen may walk into 
the nest; if she has to jump down into 
the barrel or box the chances are that 
some of the eggs will be broken. 
Seclude these boxes or barrels by 
partly covering them with brush or 
straw. 
After the hen begins to lay 
remove the eggs each day, placing one 
or two hen’s eggs in their place. 
If 
the hen layB more than 15 eggs, give 
all over that number to a chicken 
hen, but when the eggs are hatched, 
give all to the turkey hen. 
After the 
hen has been set, shut her 
safely 
from anything that might harm ber, 
but let her off the nest each morning 
very early, shutting 
lier in 
again 
when she returns. 
Some claim that the chicken hen 
makes the best mother, but if those 
who claim this will notice when feed­ 
ing young turkeys with a chicken hen 
they will see that often the turkeys 
will, after eating a few' mouthfuls, go 
off in search of an insect until called 
back by their unnatural mother and 
encouraged to stuff themselves with 
unnatural food. 
They do not wish to eat much at 
one time and when being fed should 
at the same time be supplied with 
water; but when allowed to roam they 
do very well, if watered night and

morning, but if they come iii from the 
field during the day it is because they 
want water. 
Nature has taught them to eat in­ 
sects. almost exclusively, when young; 
while the same teacher instructs the 
turkey hen to take her brood where 
such food is abundant, allowing them 
to secure it for themselves. 
The hen scarcely ceases her watch 
long enough t^ secure the necessary 
food to sustain herself, for she seems 
always to have her head in the air to 
see that tho coast is clear. 
They, with their mother, should be 
kept in a coop some distance from the 
other poultry until they are a week 
old, by which time they will be strong 
enough to travel and will have learned 
their mother’s language. 
The coop should be large enough so 
th a t the hen may stand erect, and 
should be at least six feet square; the 
floor should be of boards, covered 
with litter, so that it may be kept 
dry. 
By this time they will be so well 
trained that when the hen gives warn­ 
ing of danger, almost instantly every 
little 
turkey 
will 
disappear 
from 
sight, slide under anything that will 
furnish covering, or, if they are in 
the open grass, they will squat down 
to ground with their heads down and 
will remain hidden and perfectly quiet 
until the mother informs them that

They should not be turned out in 
the morning until Ute sun has dried 
the dew’ from the grass, and should 
be brought In not later than four 
o’cloc k in the afternoon, for soon after 
that time the hen will hover them, 
when it will not be an easy m atter to 
find them. 
They should also be brought in at 
any time a storm comes up and kept 
shut up until the grass is again dry— 
even if it should be for a day or tw’o. 
In the w riter’s experience a collie 
dog has proved a valuable assistant 
in bringing the turkeys off the range. 
He had always been taken along and 
taught to walk slowly behind them 
They seemed to have no 'ear of him, 
but considered him as their keeper, 
long before the summer was over he 
could he sent alone to bring them 
home, w’hich he would do very suc­ 
cessfully, often going half a mile after 
them and of his own accord lf they 
had been neglected longer than usual. 
Neither was there much danger from 
hawks, as he never allowed one near 
TheirNfirst feed when they are thir­ 
ty hours old should be stale bread 
moistened w ith now milk. just enough 
so that it will crumb easily when the 
milk i3 equeezed out. Then feed hard 
bolled eggs, crashed up shells and all, 
and mixed with dry bread crumbs, 
following this with sour milk curd, 
made by heating the sour milk until 
the curd is crumbly when the milk is 
squeezed out or drained out by pour­ 
ing through a colander. 
It must not 
be their sole dint, but may be fed 
once a day with safety. 
As soon as possible get them to

curds. 
This, when given, should be light 
feed and give in the morning. 
When they are shut up while young 
they should be fed five or six times a 
day, but when roaming they need 
only a light feed night and morning. 
They should always be supplied with, 
or have free access to, gravel or grit 
of some kind. This is as necessary as 
their food. 
As soon as they show an inclination 
to fly ui>on a perch they should be”put 
into a building supplied with perches 
and plenty of fresh air, but securo 
from enemies. 
A sharp lookout must be kept for 
lice. 
The hen and nest should be 
thoroughly dusted with insect powder 
just before the turkeys are expected 
and every week or two afterwards un­ 
til they are six or eight weeks old. 
Stretch out the wings and look be­ 
tween the ridges where the tying 
feathers start; if any lice are about 
they will be found here, and If found, 
give the wings a heavy dose of insect 
powder, which will be all that is nec­ 
essary. Watch on the head, neck and 
gills for the large head lice; if found 
rub these parts lightly with pure lard.

PRESERVING THE EGGS FOR FUTURE USE 


Putting in Ingredients. 


While, of course, we w’ould like to 
have strictly fresh eggs all the time, 
there are times when this is impossi­ 
ble. Then we must take the next best 
thing, which ig the preserved egg. 
Limewater makes one of the best 
egg 
preservatives. 
The 
limewater 
treatment, according to M. JU Dickson 
of the College of Agriculture, Univer­ 
sity of Wisconsin, consists in dissolv­ 
ing one pound of lime in five gallons 
of water which has been previously 
boiled and allowed to cool. 
The mix­ 
ture is thorougly stirred and.allowed 
to settle. 
Then the clear liquid is 
poured into an earthen jar or wooden 
tub, which is filled within tw’o inches 
of the brim with fresh eggs. The con­ 
tainer is covered with coarse muslin 
over which is s 
P a paste of lime 
to prevent < 
” 
i as much as pos­ 
sible. 
AU ue L.c t &gs should be en­ 
tirely covered with the liquid. 


The eggs should be unwashed, but 
clean and, of course, fresh. Although 
freshly gathered fertile eggs are al­ 
right when put down immediately, 
sterile eggs are preferable. 
Heated 
or doubtful eggs should never be pre­ 
served. 
The water gla&s method of preserv­ 
ing is possibly even more common 
than the limewater method. 
W ater 
glass, or sodium silicate, may be ob­ 
tained from any druggist for from $1.50 
to $2 a gallon. This solution of sodium 
silicate should be diluted with nine 
(9) parts of water, which has been 
previously boiled and allowed to cool. 
One quart of water glass thus diluted 
is sufficient to preserve twelve dozen 
eggs. 
Au earthen jar or wooden tub 
is preferable for storing, and the same 
precautions to prevent evaporation 
should be taken in this method as are 
taken in the limewater method..

Fowls Are Brained by Running Point 
of Knife Under Eye Into Brain— 
Feathers Pick Easily. 


The most common way of killing 
turkeys is to hang them up by their 
legs and stick them with a knife in 
the mouth, making one or two cuts 
diagonally across the roof of the 
mouth, while moving the point of the 
knife forward from the edge of the 
skull. 
After sticking, the birds are brained 
by running the point of the knife un­ 
der the eye or into the roof of the 
mouth in such a way as to strike the 
inside of the skull directly between 
the eyes, says a writer in Prairie 
Farmer. 
The knife may be slightly 
twisted when the point reaches the 
brain, the bird giving a characteristic 
quiver when properly brained, after 
which the feathers pick easily. 
The feathers are usually picked in 
the following order: Flights, main tail, 
back, sides, breast, legs and thighs. 
Turkeys arc usually dry picked and 
shipped undrawn to market. The long 
wing feathers bring a good price on 
the market. 
The methods of killing 
and dressing turkeys and chikens are 
practically the same.
